St. Paul, Feb. 3.— Five new agricul­ 
tural schools will bo recommended by 
th»1 senate committee on agriculture 
and horticulture, in a committee bill 
providing for schools to be located at 
Dodge Center, Windom, Foley, M ar­ 
shall and Hutchinson. 
It is probable 
that the schools w ill cost $60,000 each. 
There are already throe agricultural 


s c h o o ls iu the state, and it is the in­ 
tention of the committee ultimately to 
establish one In each congressional 
district in order to secure federal aid 
for the schools. 
After an extended hearing on Sen­ 
ator J. W . W right's hill requiring the 
tuberculin testing of all dairy cattle 
In the state the senate committee on 
dairy products agreed to recommend 
the hill to pass with an amendment 
as to the time the measure is to take 
effect. 
Under the present law, cattle of the 
state may be tested and are required 
to he in the larger and some of the 
smaller cities.

Brought From Greenland to America 
Thinks He Can Lead Successful Es­ 
kimo Expedition. 


Pleased beyond m easure with his 
success iii obtaining a scholarship at 
M anhattan college, New York. Mene 
Keeslioo, the only north Greenland 
Eskim o living iii a civilized country 
and tile sole survivor of the first E s­ 
kimos brought to the United States by 
C om m ander Peary iii 1895, w as con­ 
tending the other night at the Grand 
Union hotel, in New York, w ith a 
num ber of conflicting emotions. 
First, 
and perhaps foremost, is his ardent 
desire to return to his native country 
and with nu expedition composed en­ 
tirely of Eskim os to reach the north 
pole. 
Mene, who is eighteen years old, is a 
typical Eskimo, w ith a decidedly yel­ 
low skin, alm ond shaped eyes and jet 
black hair. 
W ith all th a t Mene is a 
handsome boy. 
Asked w h at was his idea iu tilting 
a college course and how such au edu­ 
cation could be utilized in Greenland, 
Mene's face brightened a t the mention 
of the icebound continent. 
“ I would like to return to my people 
and see if I could help them. 
I have 
never forgotten my people, although I 
have not seen them since I w as taken 
from my playm ates w hen I w as six 
years old and brought by Commander 
Peary to New York.” 
W hen it was pointed out to him that 
there would appear to be little or no 
dem and for the activities of a civil en 
gineer iii G reenland lie said: 
“My people—they alw ays have tried 
to help the w hite man reach the pole 
W hite men have not reached it prin 
eipally because the Eskim os will nevei 
tell the white man all they know.
